1. Walton U.S. Patent 3,996,879 discloses a C-shaped 
reminder device for medicine into which the bottle is inserted. 

2. Wirtschafter U.S. Patent 4,361,408 discloses a medical 
timer which is strapped onto the outside of a pill bottle by an 
adjustable strap. 

3. Wirtschafter U.S. Patent 4,448,541 discloses a medical 
timer which is strapped onto the outside of a pill bottle by an 
elastic band. 

4. Schollmeyer U.S. Patent 4,504,153 discloses a device 
to program medication reminding circuitry in the cap of a pill 
bottle. 



5. Seifers U.S. Patent 5,016,230 discloses a timing 
device for a pill bottle alarm,

an opening for receiving a medication bottle in which the base 
provides a reminder to take medicine.
